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ERROL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  REPORT  - 1986 


It  has  been  a  great  year  at  the  library,  thanks  to  our 
regular  and  new  patrons,  and  to  many  others  whose 
contributions  do  not  go  unnoticed.   We  want  to  thank  once 
again  the  Wilderness  Valley  4-H  club  for  the  window  box 
flowers,  and  the  Kronks  for  the  lovely  Christinas  wreath.  Many 
thanks  to  all  who  donated  books  this  year  -  this  is  a  real 
boost  to  our  book  budget.  Nine  books  were  donated  to  the 
library  in  memory  of  Lorence  Sweatt. 

Annual  circulation  of  materials  has  increased  16%,  from 
2757  in  1985  to  3201  in  1986.   We  hope  to  continue  this 
"upward  trend"  in  1987  and  to  serve  the  public  as  effectively 
as  possible.  We  received  excellent  service  again  from  the 
State  Library  Media  Mobile,  which  helps  us  keep  an  up-to-date 
collection  of  adult  fiction,  among  other  things,  that  we  would 
not  be  able  to  afford  to  purchase.   A  grant  of  $107.29  from 
the  State  Libray  allowed  us  to  purchase  several  books  and  a 
few  much  needed  items  including  a  file  cabinet,  prizes  for 
programs,  and  materials  for  our  new  sign.   By  joining  two 
library  co-ops  we  are  now  able  to  buy  books  from  national 
vendors  at  discounts  of  10-40%,  depending  on  the  type  of  book. 
The  price  of  books  continues  to  go  up,  naturally,  as  does 
everything  else,  which  explains  our  increased  book  budget 
request.   With  so  many  new  young  readers,  we  have  concentrated 
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approximately  35%  of  our  book  budget  this  year  on  Easy 
Readers,  Junior,  and  Young  Adult  books,  along  with  a  few 
storybook/cassette  kits  which  have  proven  to  be  very  popular. 
We  are  also  working  on  expanding  our  local/New  England 
collection,  and  our  collection  of  craft,  needlework,  and 
cookbooks,  since  we  have  so  many  creative  people  in  town. 

We  have  had  our  problems  in  the  furnace  department,  and 
had  to  forego  most  of  our  planned  improvements  for  1986  to 
cover  anticipated  costs  for  furnace  repairs.   These 
improvements  including  roof  reshingling,  new  steps  and 
railing,  window  repairs,  and  a  book  return  slot,  are  now  part 
of  our  1987  budget. 

Melinda  Hawkins  has  completed  two  more  courses  in  the 
School  for  Lifelong  Learning's  Library  Techniques  Program, 
toward  becoming  a  certified  llibrarian.  The  courses  were: 
"Cataloging  and  Classification"  and  "Survey  of  Libraries: 
Their  Place  in  the  Community."  These  courses  have  been  of 
immense  help;  the  library  is  now  in  the  cataloging  process. 

Our  program  offerings  for  1986  were:  a  Community  Pet 
Show;  Fingerprinting  Clinic;  performance  by  the  Little  Red 
Wagon  of  UNH;  summer  children's  reading  program;  monthly 
children's  films  at  the  library;  and  an  open  house  hosted  by 
Dick  Pinette,  at  which  he  autographed  copies  of  his  book 
"Northwoods  Echoes",  and  gave  an  informal  talk  for  the  school 
children  on  writing  a  book.   He  also  presented  the  library 
with  an  autographed  copy  of  his  book.   Another  project  of  the 
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library  has  been  selling  1987  calendars  "Errol  N.H.  -  Then  and 
Now",  to  raise  money  for  carpeting  the  main  room  in  the 
library. 

We  thank  patrons  and  supporters  once  again  and  invite 
everyone  to  the  library  -  we'll  try  to  answer  your  needs.  We 
hope  to  increase  our  hours  in  1987,  from  7  to  10  hours  open  a 
week.   We  always  welcome  suggestions  and  can  fill  your  special 
requests  through  Inter  Library  Loans.   This  is  your  library: 
it  needs  your  support  to  be  successful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ERROL  RESCUE  SQUAD 

The  Errol  Rescue  Squad  is  made  up  of  five  members  at  the 
present  time:  four  EMT's  (Emergency  Medical  Technicians)  and 
one  Registered  Nurse.   All  EMT's  have  passed  a  120  hour  course 
which  includes  10  hours  of  emergency  room  work,  and  must  take 
24  hours  of  continuing  education  each  year.   Every  two  years 
each  EMT  must  take  a  refresher  course  and  pass  written  and 
oral  exams. 

This  is  a  volunteer  organization;  no  one  is  paid  for 
responding.   However,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  expense 
involved  in  our  education  and  equipment  which  up  to  this  time 
has  come  from  our  own  pockets  and  from  generous  donations  from 
the  Bicentennial  Committee.   We  have  also  raised  some  funds 
with  a  bake  sale  and  donation  canisters.   There  are  still 
several  large  pieces  of  equipment  and  continuing  expenses, 
which  are  essential. 

We  respond  to  a  wide  variety  of  emergencies.   In  the  past 
these  have  included  motor  vehicle  and  recreational  vehicle 
accidents  and  medical  emergencies  such  as  heart  attacks  and 
strokes.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Errol  School  District: 

Public  Education  in  this  nation  is  in  crisis.  And  that  crisis 
can  be  defined  in  two  words:  teacher  shortage.  Public  education 
will  experience  between  now  and  1992  a  shortfall  of  approxi- 
mately 300,000  teachers.  That  shortfall  is  bound  to  be  felt 
everywhere  but  substantially  less  so  in  those  areas  of  our  nation 
and  those  areas  of  our  state  that  provide  a  wholesome 
environment  for  young  families  and  who  pay  competitive  salaries 
to  attract  new  talent.  The  teacher  shortage  will  also  necessitate 
that  those  communities  who  have  quality  teachers  will  have  to 
encourage  them  to  remain.  That  can  best  be  accomplished  by 
supporting  your  local  schools  and  teachers,  by  recognizing  the 
contribution  they  are  making  to  your  children's  education,  by 
making  them  feel  welcome  in  your  community,  and  by  recogniz- 
ing and  compensating  them  for  their  training  and  expertise. 
Teachers  are  part  of  your  community  and  must  be  made  to 
feel  that  they  belong.  You  may  ask,  "What  does  this  all  mean 
to  Errol?"  It  means  that  Errol  and  every  community  must 
continue  to  be  a  place  where  teachers  and  their  families  are 
made  to  feel  welcome.  It  also  means  that  there  is  a  price  to 
be  paid  and  that  the  financial  burden  of  keeping  and  attracting 
good  teachers  to  Errol  will  be  shared  by  everyone.

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SCHOOL  V\i^RRANT 


The  Errol  School  District  warrant  for  the  1987  Annual 
School  District  meeting  contains  several  articles  which  should 
be  of  interest  to  the  people  of  Errol.  The  first  is  Article  8.  Article 
8  would  set  up  a  Building  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose 
of  renovating,  improving,  or  replacing  the  existing  school 
building.  No  direct  appropriation  is  being  requested  to  be  paid 
to  the  fund  for  1987-88;  however,  any  surplus  fund  above 
$5,000.00  would  be  transferred  to  the  fund  as  of  June  30,  1987. 
The  fund  would  be  allowed  to  continue  to  build  from  year  to 
year  and  could  not  be  used  without  the  approval  of  the  voters. 
Even  then,  the  money  is  limited  as  to  how  it  can  be  used. 

Article  9  on  your  warrant  requests  that  all  surplus  funds 
above  $5,000.00  be  placed  in  the  Building  Capital  Reserve 
Fund.  At  the  present  time  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
substantial  amount  that  will  be  transferred.  The  amount  will 
differ  from  year  to  year,  however. 

Article  10  is  perhaps  the  only  other  article  which  should 
be  brought  to  your  attention.  You  may  recall  that  in  March  of 
1986  a  Study  Committee  was  formed  to  make  a  study  of  the 
district's  building  needs.  At  the  time  I  expressed  some  concern 
about  several  aspects  of  the  building,  i.e.  the  need  to  replace 
the  siding,  the  need  to  replace  windows,  the  need  to  replace 
much  of  the  wiring,  the  need  to  upgrade  the  heating  system, 
and  the  need  to  possibly  replace  the  formaldehyde  insulation 
added  several  years  ago.  The  Committee's  role  was  to  study 
the  problem  and  determine  if  it  would  be  best  to  renovate  or 
replace  the  building.  That  study  has  been  or  is  nearly  complete 
and  should  be  available  sometime  before  the  Annual  Meeting 
in  March.  Whatever  its  recommendations  may  be  a  School 
Building  Committee  will  have  to  be  formed  to  purse  the 
recommendations  to  a  conclusion. 

The  need  to  do  something  alx)ut  the  present  facility  is  of 
critical  importance.  The  safety  of  your  children  is  at  stake  for 
one  thing.  Aside  from  the  safety  issue  there  remains  the 
maintenance  and/or  renovation  of  the  building.  If  the  building 
is  to  be  kept  in  use,  then  it  must  be  brought  up  to  health  and 
safety  codes  and  maintained.  If  not,  then  it  should  be  replaced. 
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BUDGET 

The  budget  for  1987-88  as  compared  to  1986-87  has  not 
substantially  changed.  The  gross  budget  is  up  only  $2,432.00 
or  1 .6%  over  the  current  year. 

"What  is  new?"  you  may  ask.  Essentially,  one  major  area 
makes  up  the  greater  part  of  the  increase,  i.e.  salaries  for 
teachers  have  increased.  To  offset  the  increase  in  salaries  the 
tuition  has  decreased.  One  has  offset  the  other  for  the  most  part. 

Other  areas  of  increase  worthy  of  notice  are  in  the  area  of 
school  health  caused  primarily  by  the  employment  of  a  four 
year  degree  R.N.,  in  the  area  of  school  board  services  caused 
by  the  hiring  of  an  audit  firm  to  audit  the  district's  books,  in  the 
area  of  administrative  services  caused  by  an  increase  in  the 
S.A.U.  budget,  and  in  the  area  of  school  lunch  caused  by  the 
low  participation  as  a  result  of  low  school  enrollment.  Most  of 
these  increases  are  offset  by  decreases  in  the  principal's 
budget,  in  the  school  maintenance  budget,  and  in  the  con- 
struction budget. 

Overall,  the  proposed  budget  for  1987-88  will  be  a  hold-the- 
line  budget  and  should  have  little  impact  on  the  tax  rate  for 
1987. 

SUMMARY 

Education  in  the  nation  and  in  the  area  is  in  crisis.  The 
critical  teacher  shortage  on  the  national  scene,  the  maintenance 
of  a  quality  teaching  staff,  the  need  for  a  renovated  or  new 
facility,  and  the  low  enrollments  have  cast  a  shadow  over 
education  in  general  and  over  Errol  specifically.  Be  assured, 
however,  that  the  local  issues  can  and  will  be  resolved.  It  is 
my  expectation  that  we  will  be  a  better  and  stronger  school 
system  as  a  result.  The  long  term  effects  on  the  national  scene, 
however,  will  require  the  nation  as  a  whole  to  address.  Locally 
we  can  do  our  part  and  I  am  sure  we  will.  Whether  we  will  be 
successful  nationally,  however,  remains  to  be  seen. 

Thank  you  for  allowing  me  the  opportunity  to  serve  you  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools.

The  individual  needs  of 
the  student  are  served  in  the  classrooms  and  in  the  Resoruce 
Room  by  our  Special  Education  teacher,  Miss  Kittredge.  The 
school  gives  achievement  tests  to  all  students  to  evaluate  their 
progress  and  to  rectify  any  weaknesses.  The  State  Department 
of  Education  requires  achievement  tests  to  be  given  in  October 
to  all  fourth  and  eighth  grade  students  and  the  Errol  student 
achievement  levels  have  compared  well  with  other  schools  in 
New  Hampshire.  The  State  Deparment  of  Education  issues 
school  approval  for  standards  maintained  by  each  school. The 
Errol  Consolidated  School  achieved  a  category  of  II,  which 
means  we  were  able  to  meet  35  out  of  the  37  standards  for 
the  school  year  1985-1986. 

The  Errol  Consolidated  School  Student  Council  is  organized 
for  students  in  grades  4-8  and  its  president  this  year  is  Heather 
Lane.  The  students  are  advised  by  Carol  Norman,  Emily 
Kittredge,  and  myself.  Participation  in  student  council  activities 
provides  each  student  with  an  opportunity  to  offer  valuable 
service  to  the  school  and  to  develop  leadership.  The  student 
council  activities  for  the  year  included:  a  Halloween  party,  a 
one-act  play,  several  selling  projects,  and  an  auction. 

Over  the  school  year  students  participated  in  the  Wilderness 
Ski  Program,  the  National  Spelling  Bee,  the  Young  Author's 
Conference,  a  science  fair,  public  speaking,  the  Winter  Carnival, 
a  field  day,  and  numerous  school  programs. 

The  Enrichment  Program  in  co-operation  with  4-H  presented 
their  IFYE  students  to  the  Errol  students.  The  Enrichment 
Program  brought  several  people  to  the  school  to  educate  and 
entertain.  The  month  of  March  was  Music-ln-The-Schools  and 
we  had  three  professional  musical  groups  come  to  the  school. 
We  were  represented  by  Heather  Lane  at  the  Jr.  High  All  State 
Music  Festival.  Four  Errol  students  attended  a  gifted  program 
during  the   summer.   The   Enrichment   Program   brought  the 
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Audubon  Society  to  the  school  to  present  a  program  of  nature 
and  art.  An  assembly,  by  a  Maine  based  organization,  presented 
the  school  of  the  1850's.  The  students  enjoyed  a  lively  hour 
of  being  a  student  of  that  time. 

The  Errol  School  Association  started  to  improve  the  play- 
ground with  more  equipment  for  students  play  activities.  The 
Association  and  the  Sports  Association  annually  give  an  Errol 
high  school  graduating  student  a  scholarship  to  help  in  their 
future  education  and  the  Sports  Association  sponsored  a  field 
day  for  the  students,  giving  prizes  for  athletic  contests  and 
serving  the  students  lunch. 

Mrs.  Jean  Bean,  our  music  teacher  for  several  years,  retired 
in  June  1986.  We  were  very  fortunate  to  have  Jean  and 
appreciated  her  excellent  work  with  the  students.  Indeed,  we 
will  not  easily  replace  her  dedication  to  the  school.

5.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  the  ensuing 
two  (2)  years  (by  ballot). 

6.  To  choose  a  member  of  the  school  board  for  the  ensuing 
three  (3)  years  (by  ballot). 


The  polls  were  open  until  8:00  P.M.  Ballots  were  counted 
immediately  following  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting  at  8:00 
P.M.  Those  counting  were  Larry  Enman,  Moderator;  Virginia

Joanne  Hammond  made  the  following  motion:  I  move  the 
district  observe  a  moment  of  silent  prayer  in  memory  of  the 
tragic  death  of  Christa  McAuliffe  and  that  it  enter  into  the  record 
of  this  meeting  the  Districts'  deep  sense  of  pride  in  her 
accomplishments.  Christa  McAuliffe  epitomizes  the  best  qual- 
ities of  those  who  teach  our  children.  She  will  be  remembered, 
historically,  for  her  role  in  the  space  program  but  more 
importantly  she  will  live  on  in  the  minds  and  lives  of  our  children. 
The  Moderator  asked  everyone  to  observe  a  moment's  silence, 
which  was  done. 

Clifford  Lane,  Sr.,  made  the  following  motion:  I  move  the 
District  recognize  Robert  Bean  for  his  many  years  of  service 
as  Moderator  and  School  Board  member  in  the  En-ol  School 
District  and  that  It  enter  its  thanks  and  appreciation  into  the 
record  of  this  meeting.
